George VI, opening a new session 
of parliament, confidently told the 
House of Commons today "in the 
fourth year of the war the forces of 
the United Nations have assumed 
the offensive in all theaters and in 
the coming year we shall, with 
God's help, be able to bear upon 
the enemy a still greater weight of 
uttnck."

current parliament is the longest- 
lived in Britain's history. 


"With the growing help of 
our 


great American ally and together 
with the other United Nations we 
shal go forward with confidence in 
our cause until we have delivered 
the peoples of the world from the 
fear of the aggressor," the king 
said.

,,"Tnc enemy has been cast out of 
Africa; freedom has been brought

sive and unrelenting advance of the 
Russian armies, whose magnificent 
achievements we have watched 
with ever-deepening admiration."

ployment insurance of from $15 to 
$25 a week, and 
social security 


for America's servicemen and ser- 
vice women. 


Earlier, Chairman May (D-Ky), 


of the House Military Committee 
had promised swift committee ac- 
tion on a bill he plans to introduce 
which would provide $30 in mus- 
tering-out pay for 
those holding 


ranks no higher than army cap- 
tain or navy lieutenant, senior 
grade. 


The benefits were asked by Pres- 


ident Roosevelt, in a message to 
Congress this week. 


The federal unemployment pay- 


ments, continuing up to 52 weeks 
if the serviceman remains 
unem- 


ployed that long after 
his dis- 


charge, would supplement existing 
state 
unemployment 
insurance 


benefits. No payments would 
be 


made however, for any period in 
which'the serviceman receives fed- 
eral mustering-out pay or educa- 
tional allowances. 


Identical bills were introduced 


jointly in the Senate by Senators 
Wagner (D-NY), 
George 
(D-Ga) 


and Clark (D-Mo) and in the House 
by Chairman Doughton (D-NC) of 
the Ways and Means Committee.

Senator Wagner said about 70,000 
men have been demobilized since 
Pearl Harbor and that, in addition,

servicemen's credits have been im- 
paired by their absence from ci- 
vilian employment."

London, Nov. 24 (IP) 
—King 


George VI, opening a new session 
of parliament, confidently told the 
House of Commons today "in the 
fourth year of the war the forces of 
the United Nations have assumed 
the offensive in all theaters and in 
the coming year we shall, with 
God's help, be able to bear upon 
the enemy a still greater weight of 
uttnck." 


The now session is 
the 
ninth 


since the present Commons 
wus 


elected in November, 
1935. The 


current parliament is the longest- 
lived in Britain's history. 


"With the growing help of 
our 


great American ally and together 
with the other United Nations we 
shal go forward with confidence in 
our cause until we have delivered 
the peoples of the world from the 
fear of the aggressor," the king 
said.

Reviewing the Allies' forward 


strides during the past year he re- 
called: 
,,"Tnc enemy has been cast out of 
Africa; freedom has been brought 
to Sicily, Sardinia and Corsica, and 
m Italy our forces and those of our 
American ally now are

the enemy on 
the 
mainland of 
Europe. 


"On his eastern front the enemy 


has given ground before the mas- 
sive and unrelenting advance of the 
Russian armies, whose magnificent 
achievements we have watched 
with ever-deepening admiration." 


Turning to the conquered nations 


of Europe the sovereign declared 
they "are everywhere preparing to 
throw off the yoke of the oppressor, 
and we shall continue to 
afford 


them such help and encouragement 
as lies within our power." 


King George's 
speech . opening 


the new session of parliament was 
similar in optimistic content to his 
prorogation address closing the old 
session yesterday, and which was 
withheld from publication until to- 
day. 


The king, accompanied by Queen

new parliament.

were introduced in both Houses of 
Congress today providing unem- 
ployment insurance of from $15 to 
$25 a week, and 
social security 


for America's servicemen and ser- 
vice women. 


Earlier, Chairman May (D-Ky), 


of the House Military Committee 
had promised swift committee ac- 
tion on a bill he plans to introduce 
which would provide $30 in mus- 
tering-out pay for 
those holding 


ranks no higher than army cap- 
tain or navy lieutenant, senior 
grade. 


The benefits were asked by Pres- 


ident Roosevelt, in a message to 
Congress this week. 


The federal unemployment pay- 


ments, continuing up to 52 weeks 
if the serviceman remains 
unem- 


ployed that long after 
his dis- 


charge, would supplement existing 
state 
unemployment 
insurance 


benefits. No payments would 
be 


made however, for any period in 
which'the serviceman receives fed- 
eral mustering-out pay or educa- 
tional allowances. 


Identical bills were introduced 


jointly in the Senate by Senators 
Wagner (D-NY), 
George 
(D-Ga) 


and Clark (D-Mo) and in the House 
by Chairman Doughton (D-NC) of 
the Ways and Means Committee. 


Calling for prompt congressional 


consideration 
of 
tTie legislation. 


Senator Wagner said about 70,000 
men have been demobilized since 
Pearl Harbor and that, in addition, 
"cases are increasing where

under social security, because the 
servicemen's credits have been im- 
paired by their absence from ci- 
vilian employment."

Wagner said it was impossible to 


forecast the cost of the proposed

Tribute Is Paid to Fighting 
Marines in Bloody Gilberts 
Battle by Col. Jas. Roosevelt 


During the past year about 2,- 


500,000

Pearl Harbor, Nov. 27 Of)— Lt. 


Jol. James Roosevelt of lhe U. S. 
marine corps paid high tribute to- 
day to the U. S. army landing 
forces on Butaritari island in the 
Makin atolls and added thai sev- 
eral natives whom he had mel on 
a previous expedilion lo lhe islands 
recognized him. 


Speaking on his landing with the 


firsl wave of lhe 165lh Infantry (the 
old fighting 69th) in the newly-con- 
quered Gilberts on Nov. 20, he 
said several natives recognized 
him and "were they glad lo see 
us." 


It had been 15 months and three 


days since Jimmy, with Lt, Col. 
Evans F. Carlson's marine raiders, 
landed on Makin from a subma- 
rine and wiped out lhe Japs Ihere. 


He said lhe nalives were 
very 


helpful. They had buried lhe ma- 
rines who were killed in last year's 
raid and kepi flowers on their 
graves. They haled lhe Japs, who 
had nol harmed them but refused 
to give them work or food. 


Speaking "as a marine about a 


completely army 
landing opera- 


tion," Col. Roosevelt said it was 
entirely unlike th'e marine assaull 
on Tarawa, as Ihe army sent in 
tanks first and then followed them 
with lhe infantry. He said;

"At 10:30 we made a frontal at- 


tack from the lagoon. We nil bc- 
Iween two tank traps. It was a dar- 
ing move but entirely successful 
because our aerial support knocked 
out the Jap guns with direct hils. 


"Thc landings were headed by 


half-tracks, light tanks and med- 
ium tanks. Thc infantry came be- 
hind. The tanks did a marvelous 
job of cleaning out the beaches. 
The main rcsislance was from ma- 
chine guns and snipers hidden in 
Iwo hulks beached in lhe lagoon. 


"Thc enemy's lank traps 
were 


beautifully constructed but our en- 
gineers 
threw 
up 
temporary 


bridges to span them." 


Roosevelt said thc resistance at 


Makin was less than al Tarawa. 


Roosevelt disclosed he was only 


three feel from lhe ICSlh's com- 
mander, Col. Gardiner Conroy, 
when Conroy was killed. Roosevelt 
said thai Conroy was so busy di- 
recting the atlack he forgol 
his 


own safety and stood "right in the 
open directing the movement." The 
heroic Conroy was shot squarely 
between lhe eyes. 


He said the soldiers made good 


progress the first day and on the 
second drove the Japs into a pock- 
el ugainsl their own artillery which 
was poinli'd ou lhe opposite direc- 
tion.

Senate leaders, 
surveying the 


prospecl of long-winded floor bal- 
lle in lhe midsl of war, have been 
working hard behind the scenes 'to 
avoid it. Senator O-Mahoney <D- 
Wyo.) has introduced an anti-poll 
lax 
constitutional 
amendment: 


which would throw the'matter back 
to lhe voters. Observers, however, 
believe that the O'Mahoney resolu- 
tion would have very litlle 
more 


chance of dodging the 
filibuster 


than the original bill. Faced with 
the certainly lhal lhe constitution- 
al amendment would be passed, the 
poll tax advocates would be just 
as unwilling to put it up to the 
people. 


The real poll tax issue has been 


buried under a torrent of words. 
There are many sound arguments 
against it. In the lasl 30 or 40 years, 
Louisiana, Massachusells, Pennsly- 
vania and Florida have abolished 
poll laxes as a voling requirement 
At least two other states, Tennes- 
see and Arkansas —have reported- 
ly strong movements to do away 
with it. 


Why then, you ask, are poll 


taxevs so vigorous in their objec- 
tions to letting it be abolished na- 
tionally? There's one good reason 
and for that reason thc poll taxcrs 
number in their ranks some widely 
recognized men of vision in govern- 
mental affairs. That is lhat the 
anti-poll tax bill would be one more 
step in Fedct-al 
infringement of 


stales' rights. 


Opponents of the poll tax fre- 


quently argue lhat it is an example 
of racial prejudice, denying 
the 


negroes pf the Soulh their consti- 
lulional right to vote. Proponents 
reply thai the tax is levied on 
whiles and negroes alike. 


Two Senators stormed recently 


thai lhe pending bill is the work of 
"the Communist party and also the 
radical hybrid American 
labor 


parly in the Democralic organiza- 
lion." The poll tax fight is older 
than both parties. Some opponents 
of the bill have publicly altributed 
it to the influence of Mrs. Roose- 
velt. 


These are examples of how con- 


fused the real issues have become. 
There arc scores of organizations 
and ten times that many influential 
individuals opposed to the 
poll 


tax. There arc many on lhe other 
side and some of them have never 
been allied wilh 
anylhing 
more 


"radical" than conservative stales' 
rights groups. 


And the poll tax row is older 


than all of them.
